Driver dead inside burning vehicle after crashing into tree 


At about 11:39 p.m. on Monday, the Van 
Buren Township Public Safety Department 
responded to the Shell gas station on 
Rawsonville Road at Martz for the report 
of a vehicle on fire near the gas pumps. 

VBT police arrived and discovered that 
a single motor vehicle was involved in an 


accident where the vehicle struck a tree 
northeast of the gas station and was on fire. 
The VBT fire department arrived, 
extinguished the fire, and discovered that a 
person was dead inside the vehicle. 
An examination by the VBT Accident 
Investigation Team found that the 


passenger vehicle, traveling eastbound on 
Martz Road, left the roadway and struck a 
tree east of Rawsonville Road causing the 
vehicle to catch fire. 

The identification of the driver of 
the vehicle was unconfirmed as the 
Independent went to press. 


VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
said excessive speed may be a factor in this 
accident. 

The incident remains under investigation 
and anyone with information is asked to 
call Lt. Kenneth Floro at (734) 699-8904. 


Motorcyclist dies after collision on Rawsonville in Sumpter Township 


A71-year-old Milan man died at a hospital 
after his motorcycle was struck by a vehicle 
exiting the Augusta Woods manufactured 
home community onto Rawsonville Road 
at about 11 a.m. Saturday. 
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Sumpter Township police report their 
investigation found that the motorcycle 
was traveling southbound on Rawsonville 
when the vehicle exiting Augusta Woods 
failed to yield and struck the bike. 
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The motorcyclist sustained severe 
injuries and was transported by ambulance 
to a local hospital where he died. 

Sumpter police and fire/rescue responded 
to the crash, just south of Bemis Road. They 
were assisted at the scene by units from 
the Washtenaw County Sheriff’s Office, 
Huron Township Police Department, 
and Michigan State Police Traffic Crash 
Reconstruction Unit. 

This is the second fatal motorcycle crash 


in the township within the past five weeks. 
A 22-year-old man died June 20 after his 
motorcycle hit a deer on Bemis Road.

Next Tuesday’s 
primary election 
very important 


Voters in the primary election on Tuesday, 
Aug. 4, will make some final decisions, 
even though it is called a primary. 

In Van Buren Township, two Democrat 
candidates for trustee will be eliminated, 
since there are six running for four 
positions. And, since there is just one 
Republican seeking a trustee position, it is 
likely the primary selection of Democratic 
candidates will pretty much be the final 
selection in November. 

All the other candidates for township 
office in VBT are unopposed. Unless we 
get some independent candidates filing for 
the November election, the rest of those in 
office will slide right back in.

We received an email asking for 
information on one issue, with a comment 
regarding the July 19 power outage. The 
writer said she finally got her power back on 
Wednesday, July 22. 

“I witnessed our transformer blow up on 
Sunday. No matter how many times I told 
them this, they ignored me. When they 
finally came out this afternoon, it took them 
less than a half hour to fix it. Lame!” 

We’re sure there are a lot of power stories 
to tell. 

Last Friday morning, most of the Belleville 
Police Department was at Victory Park, all 
wearing masks, to witness the swearing in 
of two new police officers. One is a full- 
time officer — Chad Adam — and one a part- 
time officer — Ashley Rossignol. There were 
refreshments after the swearing in at the 
gazebo. 

City Council members, the police chief, 
and the city manager made remarks. 
Councilman Ken Voigt told them he was 
a retired Belleville Police Officer and 
Belleville is a nice town in which to be a 
police officer. He said, “In Belleville, they 
wave at you with all their fingers.” 

Several remarks were made about 
Belleville being like Mayberry. City 
Manager Kobylarz added, “And sometimes 
it’s like ‘The Shining.” 

Police Chief Dave Robinson said their 
uniforms have their badges embroidered 
on their shirts so the ceremonial badges 
they got that morning wouldn’t be pinned 
on. Robert Woodworth handed his daughter 
Ashley her ceremonial new badge and 
Chad Adam’s brother, Troy, handed Chad’s 
ceremonial badge to him. 

Chief Robinson said that he wanted to 
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make this a big deal swearing in because it 
is a big deal to all involved. City Manager 
Kobylarz told the two to know that, “We’ ve 
got your backs.” 

According to the Wayne County Circuit 
Court website, the civil case of Sheldon 
Futernick, d/b/a Holiday West and d/b/a 
Holiday Woods Mobile Home Park versus 
Sumpter Township, which was filed Feb. 4, 
2019, is still unsettled. 

On July 23 the settlement conference on 
the case was reset to Sept. 24 by the court, 
with Judge Leslie Kim Smith presiding. 

The attorney representing Sumpter is 
Stacy Jennifer Belisle of McGraw Morris, 
P.C. of Troy. 

Futernick, owner of the two mobile home 
parks, filed suit against Sumpter saying the 
township is overbilling his parks for sewer 
and water service. 

The complaint states the township 
ordinances and resolutions setting sewer 
and water rates and classifications were 
designed to single out Futernick’s properties 
and treat them differently than all other 
properties in the township, including 
treating them differently than other mobile 
home parks; they were designed to raise 
general revenue for the township and not to 
recoup fees for specific services; and they 
raise significantly more in revenue for the 
township than the cost of the service, as 
applied to Futernick and his Holiday West 
and Holiday Woods properties. 

Futernick said Sumpter continues to 
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overcharge these properties and to place 
those overcharges on property tax bills for 
the properties. 

A woman from Sumpter Township called 
me last week to tell me what she received 
tucked in with her 
absentee ballot. It was an 
8 4 x 11” sheet of white 
paper telling her to vote 
for the incumbents — 
specifically naming each 
one plus one newcomer 
-- and to vote for the 
Po slate if she wants 
“chaos, instability and your community 
flooded with marijuana facilities.” 

The woman told me she has voted absentee 
many times over the years and she always 
received a “virgin” ballot with nothing in 
it except directions on how to prepare and 
return the ballot. 

She was very upset over this. I suggested 
she call the county elections bureau, so she 
did. She told me later they directed her to the 
State Bureau of Elections which was very 
interested in her story. The man she talked 
to asked her to send a copy of the flyer to 
him and so she did. I asked for a copy, too, 
and she sent one to me. 

Since then, another copy of the same letter 
was delivered to me. This one was sent to a 
senior citizen by mail, not in her ballot, but 
she was very upset, too.

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Save the heritage, keep 
LaSalle statue in place 


To the editor: 

I was appalled at a recent Independent 
with a front-page photo of Ms. P. Myles 
of Ypsilanti proposing to take the statue of 
LaSalle down at Victory Park. 

LaSalle is an important part of our 
heritage and has nothing to do with racism. 
Why, then, the misconception of anything 
historical being arbitrarily assigned to 
racism? Might this be part of a larger plan 
to destroy American historical heritage as 
a whole? Across the nation this plan seems 
to be pursued by extremists within a certain 
political party. 

I, for one, stand for preservation of our 
history, heritage, and the U.S. Constitution. 
In 2016 I chose the slogan “Save the 
Heritage” when VBT had the Riggs 
Heritage House destroyed. I was worth 
2,714 votes for non-partisan VBT Trustee, 
as many of you may remember. When 
2020 rolled around, the attacks against our 
heritage have multiplied exponentially, and 
it is to be noted that VBT are all members 
of that same political party. I could not 
have known how important the choice of 
“Save the Heritage” would become in this 
election; perhaps that was guidance from 
On High. 

To start, LaSalle was a French explorer 
who traded with the indigenous people. 
There was no underlying motive to 
exterminate them. He improved their 
situation with trade goods for furs which 
he sent back to Europe. He had a plan to 
develop the Great Lakes and Mississippi 
River and keep it indigenous as long as 
possible. 

His trek down the Huron was one of 
necessity as the ship Griffin did not show 
to pick him up on Lake Michigan. The 
Griffin was presumed lost and has not been 
found to this day. LaSalle then undertook 
a perilous overland journey across Lower 
Michigan until he reached the Huron, 
made canoes near Pinckney / Whitmore 
Lake, and canoed the Huron down. Some 
of his men had taken very sick from the 
trek across the LP and the canoes gave 
them the chance to rest. 

LaSalle’s destination was Detroit. He had 
a knowledgeable Indian guide with him, 
who knew all the rivers and trails. Through 
the advice of his guide, and the condition of 
his sick men, it was deemed more practical 
not to take the Great Sauk trail east from 
Ypsilanti, but continue down to the old 
Sand trail and take it north/north east up 
to the Sauk. The trail crossed the Huron 
here in VBT at several crossings between 
Bemis and Savage roads. Taking this route 
avoided the roughest section of the Sauk 
between Ypsilanti and what is now Inkster 
/ Westland. This trail was used by Chief 
Pontiac in his journey to the Sacred Island 
in Orchard lake, and is sometimes called 
The Pontiac Trail. 

This trail was also used in the ante- 
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bellum period as a conduit of the famous 
UnderGround Railroad. Ypsilanti was 
the largest station where it was decided 
which way the Freedom Seekers would 
go to Amherstburg in Ontario, Canada. 
The Huron was the quickest, safest, and 
best way to get those folks to where they 
were going, and the mills of Rawsonville, 
Belleville, and Otisville were in on it. This 
I believe, and it is an important part of our 
history and heritage. 

Patricia Myles would tear down the statue 
which opens the door to understanding the 
history of our mighty Huron, and either she 
is an enemy operative, or she is something 
that cannot be fixed -- see Forrest Gump. 

As an elected representative, I will bring 
the forces of legislation to bear upon 
these rioters and those who would “more 
peaceably” destroy our history, heritage, 
and CONSTITUTION. I have also filed for 
the Library Board to counter the leanings 
of some on that board, that our history may 
be available to those who choose of our 
interested population, and not destroyed by 
those with political agenda.

Township: 

This is my final letter before the Aug. 4 
primary election day. I am very grateful for 
so many people who have helped me and 
continue to support me. I want to reinforce 
to the people who are unsure of who to vote 
for, or do not intend to vote for me: Give 
me the opportunity to make a noticeable 
positive difference in your life.

“I accept the nomination and am grateful 
for the nomination,” Stoudemire said at the 
meeting. 

“I wish I could see you tonight,” said 
board vice president Mary Jane Dawson, 
who was attending by cell phone because 
of technical difficulties. “I’m so glad you 
accepted.” 

“I’m glad to be coming back,” Stoudemire 
said. 

Board president Sharon Peters said 
when she talked to Stoudemire, she had 
to promise she would do cartwheels in her 
backyard if she accepted the appointment 
and, “I’m practicing.” 

“And, lve got 911 on speed dial,” 
Stoudemire joked. 

“You had a short vacation,” Peters 
said after the roll-call vote that finalized 
Stoudemire’s placement on the board. 

“The library is beautiful,’ Stoudemier 
said.

landscaping on Roys Street installed. The 
green roof was put in and the old library 
demolished. 

There are some issues with getting the 
heating correct, she said. The boilers were 
not set correctly because of an error made 
by the mechanical engineer. She said they 
are looking at three different solutions, 
which includes pulling the boilers out and 
replacing them with two boilers of the right 
size. 

“Any of the solutions would work,” 
Cichewicz said, adding they are looking 
at the insurance company to hold the 
library harmless for changes that need to 
be made.” 

She said architect Dan Whisler and the 
mechanical engineer admitted it was their 
mistake and they are using their best efforts 
at what can happen. 

“It’s a topic for continued discussion 
on the building committee,” chairwoman 
Peters said. 

Board member John Juriga said they 
would like to get it settled by August, 
which includes changing the pipes from 
44-inch to 2-inch pipe. 

“If we wait until October, it could get 
chilly,” Juriga said. “It will take a week to 
replace.” 

Cichewicz said one drawing had it correct 
and when the building was downsized it 
wasn’t right any more. 

Juriga said they also are working at 
getting the retention ponds away from the 
utility poles that are still in place. 

Peters said the first phase of the pole 
relocation took a long, long time, and once 
she contacted her friend at DTE it went 
faster. 

“We're hopeful this same approach will 
work with these poles,” Peters said. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-19- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Discussed the proposed design of the 
donor wall that is to be installed in the 
inner windows at the entrance to the new 
building, with the donor panels backed up 
to the entry. The panels will be on cords 
running from floor to ceiling. Peters said 
this design is the most flexible and lets in 
the most light; 

e Heard Cichewicz say there won't be 
a grand-opening any time soon and Peters 
agreed they can’t do a grand opening the 
way they planned. The library will open 
according to stages, Peters said. Library 
Director Mary Jo Suchy said now they 
can have no more than 25% occupancy, 
which is 171 in the entire building in 
different areas, including staff. “We’re 
discouraging groups,’ Suchy said. “I’m 
sure there will come a day we can have a 
grand opening we envisioned, but not until 
2021,” Peters said. Dawson said a donor 
celebration could be held sooner than the 
grand opening. “I have a problem with 
having a grand opening if everyone is not 
welcome,” Dawson said; 

e Heard Dawson say they should make

sure they have a liquor policy since the 
Belleville City Council has passed DORA 
[Designated Outdoor Refreshment Area] 
and the library is tucked in the middle 
of the DORA district. “I think we need a 
policy that says you can’t bring liquor in 
or sit on our benches and drink,” Dawson 
said. “Once you have a cup, you can refill 
it from your purse,’ Cichewicz noted. 
Dawson said they are looking at a Beverage 
Walk for Winter Fest. She thinks they need 
to post something on the library. “What if 
an obviously inebriated person comes in?” 
Juriga asked, noting he saw Cichewicz run 
off an inebriated person from her library 
in Ypsilanti and the man didn’t scare her.

The youth 
department has made up bags with summer 
reading program prizes that are available 
for curbside pick up, as well. Beginning 
July 8, the library started a soft reopening 
for limited lobby service by appointment 
for faxing, scanning, and using the copy 
machine; 

e Heard Suchy also announce that they 
haven’t reopened the Sumpter Township 
branch yet and the WiFi does not have the 
best signal outside that building; and 

e Heard Peters say these are challenging 
times and doing meetings over the internet 
is strained. ““We’re more a group that likes 
to hug after the meetings,” she said. She 
said many memories went down with the 
wrecking ball the day before the meeting, 
when the old library next door was 
demolished.

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Circuit Court affirms conviction over Sumpter ordinance

Ronald Barrington Robinson of Sumpter 
Township was found guilty by a 34" 
District Court jury on Oct. 12, 2018 of 
violating a Sumpter Township ordinance. 

He was ticketed for parking his 
recreational vehicle on his property at 
27325 Martinsville Rd. 

On July 6, 2020, Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge Noah P. Hood signed a 30- 
page opinion and an order affirming 
Robinson’s conviction. 

Robinson had appealed his conviction 
to circuit court a few weeks after his jury 
verdict. 

Judge Hood said the district judge 
[David Parrott] did not err in excluding 
nullification arguments and arguments 
about possible political motivations at trial. 

“Allowing arguments and evidence about 
possible political motivations would have 
reentered the entire case on facts and issues 
that had nothing to do with the parking or 
storage of a recreational vehicle on the 
Martinsville Road Property,” Judge Hood 
said. 

Judge Hood said the jury found Robinson 
stored or parked his recreational vehicle 
at 27325 Martinsville Rd., Sumpter 
Township; that the property on which the 
recreational vehicle was parked or stored 
was a vacant parcel of property within the 
Township of Sumpter; and the parking or 
storage of his recreational vehicle was not 
approved by the zoning administrator. 

It took 23 minutes for the jury to make 
its decision. Robinson filed his claim of 
appeal on Oct. 31, 2018. 

He raised four issues: whether there 
was sufficient evidence at trial, whether 
the Sumpter Township ordinance 10.8 is 
void for vagueness, whether the ordinance 
violates Robinson’s due process rights, 
and whether district court denied his right 
to a defense by excluding evidence and 
arguments related to potential political 
motivations for the prosecution. 

At a hearing on a motion before the trial 
at district court, Robinson referenced his 
2016 campaign for township trustee and 
his 2018 campaign for treasurer. 

“The defense obliquely referenced

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‘political considerations’ involved with 
the case, but indicated that those were not 
part of the motion to dismiss,” Judge Hood 
wrote. The defense's motion to dismiss 
was denied by Judge Parrott. 

Judge Hood wrote, “Robinson did not

challenge to the constitutionality of Section 
10.8(a) is premature. 

“It is unnecessary for the Court to address 
the merits of an as-applied challenge 
because it is not ripe for review,” Judge 


Hood wrote.

Rather, his 
case is before the Court on a direct appeal 
following Robinson’s conviction for 
noncompliance with Sumpter Township 
Ordinance 10.8(a). 

“Although Robinson met with the 
Township Planner, Chris Adkin, he did 
not request a variance, he did not appeal 
a decision by the Township to the board 
of zoning appeals, and he did not appeal a 
decision from the board of zoning appeals 
to this court.

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Sumpter Twp. Board holds first regular meeting since March 24

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
met together with masks on for its regular 
meeting July 14, the first regular meeting 
held since March 24. 

All meetings for April, May, and June 
were cancelled and all other meetings have 
been special meetings held in person, with 
the latest ones requiring masks. 

Treasurer Ken Bednark was absent 
and excused, as he has been since the 
COVID-19 pandemic started. He said the 
board refused to hold remote meetings 
which he could attend. 

All the other elected and appointed bodies 
in the tri-communities have held their 
regular and special meetings via Zoom or 
some other virtual program since March. 

At the July 14 meeting, Finance Director 
Michelle Cole O’Connell said on May 5 
the board approved duty pay for essential 
workers through May 15. 

She said Chief Eric Luke advised her 
on July 1 of Senate Bill 6990 which was 
signed by the governor and would allow 
for reimbursement of duty and hazard pay 
for essential workers. In order to be able 
to apply these reimbursements, Supervisor 
John Morgan approved the pay extension 
through May 30. 

Total duty pay for May 28 was $33,239.43

and for June 25 it was $12,065.39, she said. 
Total amount the township is currently 
seeking reimbursement for is $45,295.80, 
she said. 

The money for reimbursement comes 
from the state using the federal Coronavirus 
Relief Fund. It will be released by the 
Michigan Treasury Department on a first- 
come, first-served basis. The $100 million 
was based on the understanding it would 
cover hazard premiums of up to $1,000 for 
all eligible first responders, according to 
information sent by a police union. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
the increase in hazard pay, with Bednark 
absent. 

Trustee/Fire Fighter Don LaPorte, who is 
getting the hazard pay, abstained from the 
vote after being reminded he had to do that 
after the vote was taken. When asked if 
they had to redo the vote, Clerk Hurst said 
that wasn’t necessary and, “We'll make 
that happen.” 

In other business at the July 14 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the minutes of six in-person 
meetings: regular meeting of March 24, 
budget hearing of March 24, and special 
meetings of April 2, May 5, June 2, and 
June 10; 

e Approved warrants of $1,786,902.63, 
revenue and expenditure report net of May 
31 of $1,004,741.66, and the following 
check runs: June 10, $134,236.52; June 24, 
$1,373,402.48; June 29, $56,192.02; and 
those through July 15; 

e Received and filed the following reports, 
without any oral reporting: attorney, water 
and sewer, police, building/ordinance, fire, 
treasurer, and supervisor; 

e Approved Wayne County Annual 
permits for various maintenance, various 
pavement restoration, and various special 
events; 

e Extended Fire Chief Joseph Januszyk’s 
contract as of July 1 through March 29, 
2022 with a raise to $32,500 a year and 
also added that he will get $25 an hour

additional cost of $9,217 over three years. 
May 1, 2019 through June 30, 2020, has 
0% increase; July 1, 2020 through April 30, 
2021 has 2.5% increase; and July 1, 2021 
through April 30, 2022 has a 2.5% increase. 
The most recent cost was $182,070; 

e Approved extending the contract for 
Water Superintendent Ken Kunka, which 
expired March 23, until Aug. 1, 2022 and 
to give him a raise to $68,000 per year, up 
from the $63,003.20 agreed to in 2017. He 
now gets four weeks of paid vacation, up 
from three, and, as in the first contract, in 
lieu of overtime or comp time, he gets five 
additional days of vacation; 

e Approved a private fireworks display for 
9:45 p.m., July 25, at 23241 Martinsville 
Rd., as submitted by Travis Doren of 
Van Buren Township. In his email to the 
township, Doren said the event was for 
Israel Ministry World Without End. Trustee 
Matthew Oddy added to the motion that 
they had to coordinate with police and 
fire for this display for safety reasons. 
Supervisor John Morgan said they would 
talk to the church; 

e Approved upgrades to Banotai and 
Graham parks with a $10,888 grant from

Wayne County parks millage and an 
additional payment of $8,438 from the 
township; 

e Heard Police Chief Luke complain 
about incorrect information by the local 
media about the cooling center he opened 
recently. He said they had a gentleman who 
stayed two nights and slept on a cot and 
they gave him money for food. Luke said in 
the two times they opened the community 
center as a cooling center and the two times 
they opened it as a warming center, this man 
was the first person who took part. Toni 
Clark asked why they don’t put it on the 
sign in front of the community center and 
Luke said it was on both the police and fire 
Facebook pages and social media. “This is 
how people get information in 2020,” Luke 
said. “Everyone has a cell phone,” agreed 
Clerk Esther Hurst. “Everyone should sign 
up for Nixle”; 

e Heard Mary Ban ask about when the 
road markings will be put on the new 
surfaces of Sumpter and Willis roads. 
Supervisor John Morgan said they would 
call the county to inquire about its plans. 
She also wanted to know when the 
library branch would reopen and Deputy 
Supervisor Karen Armatis said they had 
to follow state guidelines. Ban also asked 
if the recordings of the meetings are on 
Comcast as well as the internet and Trustee 
Tim Rush said they are, but most people go 
to the internet because the majority aren’t 
getting good Comcast reception. Ban also 
said she appreciated the financial report 
given by Michelle Cole [O’Connell] during 
the workshop and was glad the community 
center is now open for Bible study.

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1- ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


Pursuant to this Ordinance, the following sections of the Charter Township of 
Van Buren Zoning Ordinance shall be amended in accordance with the below 
text upon the effective date of this Amendment: 


Section 3.105 Footnotes to the Table of Permitted Uses and Special Land Uses 
by District 


(B) Required Conditions of the C, Local Business District 
(2) Buildings. Buildings in the Local Business District shall be subject 
to the following limitations: 
(a) Building for Permitted Uses. No single use may occupy 

a building or portion of a building greater than five 

thousand (5,000) square feet and no building occupied by 

more than one (1) use may be larger than ten thousand 

(10,000) square feet. 

Other Buildings. Building including one (1) or more uses 

permitted by right and/or permitted after special approval, 

which are larger in area than those permitted above shall 
be subject to special land use review and the following 
provisions: 

(i) Such building shall be located on a site not less than 
three (3) acres in area. 

(ii) No single commercial use may occupy a building or 

portion of a building greater than ten thousand 

(10,000) square feet. 

No commercial use building occupied by more than 

one (1) use may be larger than thirty thousand 

(30,000) square feet. 

No main or accessory building shall be situated less 

than fifty (50) feet from any residential district, or 

from any property line which abuts a residential 
district or use. 

(v) The maximum size of a building used for non- 
commercial or residential uses shall be dictated 
by compliance with all applicable ordinance 
regulations for setbacks, parking, greenbelts and 
other site design requirements.

Section 5.117 Dwellings in Non-Residential Districts. 


No dwelling unit shall be erected in the M-1 (Light Industrial), M-2 (General 
Industrial), MT (Industrial Transportation), AP (Airport), O-T (Office Technology), 
C (Local Business), C-1 (General Business), or C-2 (Extensive Highway Business) 


Districts except for the living quarters of a watchman, caretaker or resident 
manager as specified below or otherwise permitted elsewhere by the Ordinance. 
Such dwelling units shall be subjected to the requirements of Article 12, Chapter 
2, Article 12, Chapter 3, and the following conditions: 


(A)Only one (1) dwelling unit shall be located within the principal 
structure. 


(B)Dwelling units shall not exceed a floor area of one thousand two 
hundred (1,200) square feet. 


(C)The required parking for the dwelling unit may be incorporated into 
the general parking for the facility 


SECTION 2 - SEVERABILITY 


Should any provision or part of this Ordinance be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid or unenforceable, the same shall not affect 
the validity or enforceability of the balance of this Ordinance, which shall remain 
in full force and effect. 


SECTION 3 - REPEALER 


All other provisions of the Zoning Ordinance, or Ordinances or parts of 
Ordinances, in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repealed only to the 
extent necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 


SECTION 4- SAVINGS CLAUSE 


Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or any rights acquired or any liability incurred, or any cause 
or causes of action acquired or existing, under the Zoning Ordinance, or any act 
or Ordinance hereby repealed as cited in Section 3 of this Ordinance; nor shall 
any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired, or affected 
by this Ordinance. 


SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect seven (7) days 
after publication of the notice of adoption in a newspaper of general circulation 
within the Township. This Ordinance shall be immediately recorded by the 
Township Clerk in the Township Ordinance Book as soon as it is adopted, 

which record shall be authenticated by the signatures of the Supervisor and Clerk 
and shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township 
within fifteen (15) days of passage.
